Nothing Like Long Hair, He 
Declares, Despite Evolu- 
tion of Bob. 


Flo Ziegfeld, the New York produc- 
er, came into town yesterday with his 
new musical comedy, “Betsy,” which 


opens at the National theater tonight, 
and immediately pitched his tent down 
on E street, at the House of Rapley. 

With what he terms the best danc- 
ing chorus he ever has assembled, a 
bevy of blondes and brunets, Ziegfeld 
started rehearsals yesterday afternoon 
and kept his troupe goihg until long 
after press time this morning. He 
hopes to open tonight with one of 
the biggest hits Broadway has seen in 
many moons. 
“With all the filth and dirt preva- 
on Broadway, the big town is 
ripe for another clean show,” said 
Ziegfeld, while they were setting scen- 
ery for his closing numbers, after the 
first act had been run through. 

“Clean shows, after all, are what the 
theater needs. There has been enough 
dirt. Though many producers believe 
otherwise, a good, clean, snappy musical 
comedy is far better than one that 
savors of filth. The proof of the pud- 
ding, now as always, is in the eating. 
‘Sunny’ has played to 83,000,000 on 
Broadway, and is still going strong. It 
is a clean performance from start to 
finish. 

To Present Belle Baker. 


“Without exaggeration, I believe 
‘Sunny’ could go on forever. The people 
never seem to grow tired of it. It has 
a chance of being the “Abie’s Irish 
Rose” of musical comedies. Of course, 
it has a great star, Marilyn Miller; but 
that is one of the requisites of any 
musical cOMmedy. 

“Tonight I hope to show the people 
of Washington a new musical comedy 
star, Bell Baker. Frequenters of Keith's 
vaudeville house here remember Belle, 
of course. To my mind, she was the 
greatest headliner the vaudville stage 
ever had, so far as putting over popular 
songs goes. She will do the same in 
musical comedy, and I am glad she 
gets her start in Washington where she 
is so well known. 

Flo Ziegfeld has a penchant for pick- 
ing beautiful women for his choruses. 
Producers wonder where he gets them. 

“They just grow,” he says, in answer 
to the query. “America is the home- 
land of the world’s beauties. No other 
women can compare with them. In 
their youth and pristine glory they are 
invincible. 

Because nature is so good to the 
American girl, Ziegfeld insists, so far 
as possible, the girls who join his en- 
sembles refrain from lip stick and 
rouge. 

“God made ’em,” he says, “and the 
hand of God knew what to do with 
the human cheek and lips. The use 
of cosmetics is an attempt to improve 
on nature—and that can’t be done. 
Once lip stick and rouge become 
habitual with their users, the thing 
must be kept up. The pores open and 
the skin is ruined.” 

Here, then, is a hint direct from 
headquarters to the girls who would 
remain beautiful. “Beware of cos- 
metics,”” says the old master. 

Though he married a red-head, Zieg- 
feld is not partial to the lighter hue. 

“Brunets are just as beautiful,” he 
says, “even though many gentlemen 
prefer the blonds.” 

In his present show, blonds and 
brunets are about equally divided. And, 
most of the girls are “‘bobbies,” as they 
call them—or bobbed heads. That does 
not mean, of course, that Ziegfeld be- 
lieves the bobbed head is a more beau- 
tiful spectacle than a crown of glory. 

“At first, I absolutely was opposed to 
bobbed hair,” said Ziegfeld. “It didn’t 
strike me as the right thing—and it 
wasn't at first, but the bobbers went 
through some sort of evolution and 
came out all right. They've got it down 
rather fine now, but nothing in the 
world will ever compare with a flow- 
ing sweep of beautiful hair.’ 

So far as styles go, Mr. Ziegfeld be- 
lieves the American girl, with the aid 
of her modiste, has set a pace that 
even Paris will not be able to keep 
up to in the long run. Most of the 
styles once originated in Paris; but 
nowadays, he says, the styles get some 
sort of a start here and eventually 
wind up in the capital of France. 

Musical comedy, as musical comedy, 
is a straight American invention—and 
is now at its highest peak, says Zieg- 
feld, but he believes light operetta is 
on the way to a new popularity and 
that in the next year or so this branch 
of the amusement field will givé a 
great account of itself. 


Has Another New Show. 


“Just as in women’s clothes and hair- 
dressing and other things there are 
styles, so in the world of entertainment. 
One great production starts a fad. A 


‘Rose Marie’ comes along and there is 
an avalanche of such productions. 
Next, a good rattling straight comedy 
makes a‘ hit—and forthwith there are 
comedies galore. So rolls the amuse- 
ment world, showing that the people 
want what they want when they want 
it—and will pay good money to get it. 

Ziegfeld believes in giving the people 
what they want. He now is working on 
two musical comedies. “Betsy” at the 
National here, and “Rita Rhea,” to be 
presented a week from tonight in New 
York. In the latter he has what he 
believes the largest number of chorus 
girls ever set on a single stage—num- 
bering some 165. The musical comedy 
opening here tonight will have its pre- 
miere in New York shortly after the 
new year, and Ziegfeld believes it will 
prove the talk of the town. He set 
William Anthony Maguire, the play- 
wright, to work on the book in the 
hope of injecting a lot of comedy into 
the various situations.

Would Prevent Exorbitant 
Rates, Insurance Superin- 
tendent Tells House. 


THREATENED BY THEIR

Organization, Most Powerful 
in U. S., Will “Get Him,” 
Declares Hammer. 


Fire underwriters have stifled legis- 
lation to give the District a modern in- 
surance code because it would prevent 
their exorbitant rates, T. M. Baldwin, 
jr., superintendent of insurance, told 


the House District investigating sub- 
committee last night. As a result of 
their successful lobbying against it, he 
said, they make their own rates, which 


only $6,619,897. 

Their lobby not only has prevailed 
against any legislation affecting them, 
but it has been the stumbling block in 
the efforts for years to get a mod- 
ern general insurance code here, ac- 
cording to Baldwin. 

Baldwin’s testimony was developed 
by Representative Gibson, chairman of 
the subcommittee, who has been study- 
ing the situation, and at its conclusion 
he told the insurance superintendent 
to introduce again the proposed new 
code and the subcommittee would 
throw its support behind “‘sound and 
sane insurance legislation to protect 
the people of the District.” 

Under the guidance of Gibson and 
Representative Houston, of Delaware, 
Baldwin recounted the history of the 
proposed new code, of its having 
brought about the dismissal from office 
of his predecessor and of its having fig- 
ured in the charges against former 
Commissioner Fenning. 


Will Get Him, 


The underwriters’ lobby has threat- 
ened “to get him,” he said, if he per- 
sisted in his efforts. 

“And they will get you eventually, 
you may rest assured of that,” Repre- 
sentative Hammer, of North Carolina, 
observed. “Its the most powerful lobby 
in the country.” 

Under the present antiquated code, 
he said, he has no power to revoke a 
license regardless of the company’s con- 
dition or the moral fitness of its 
agents. 

One company, the Fidelity & Surety 
Co., he said, through some custom 
which he could not explain, does not 
even come under the supervision of 
his office, settling its accounts direct- 
ly with the tax collector. If he finds 
that a company is actually insolvent 
he said, thefe is nothing he can do 
about it. 

As the result of the chaotic state et 
least four desirable companies have re- 
fused to locate here since he took over 
the office of superintendent. 
Concerning fire underwriters, he said 
38 States have control of rates. Thv 
local underwriters make their own rates 
through thelr own board of under- 
writers and they tell him it is none 
of his business, he said. 


Says Hammer. 


Bill Once Introduced. 


If a life insurance company shows 
him it has assets of $100,000 or more, 
he said, he must issue it a license re- 
gardiess of the extent of its liabilities. 
The life companies, re declarad, want 
the new code. 

Through the efforts of Former Repre- 
sentative Jost, of Missouri, and Repre- 
sentative Underhill, of Massachusetts, 
what was considered to be a perfect 
bill was introduced in the Sixty-eighth 
Congress, Baldwin recounted, but Rep- 
resentative Blanton, of Texas, insisted 
there should be regulation of the guar- 
anty title companies in it. In the 
mix-up attending this provision the 
bill was lost. It is such a bulky, tech- 
nical thing, it is pointed out, that only 
the insurance experts of Congress are 
willing to give it any time, and the 
least confusion attending it, coupled 
with Congress’ indisposition to devote 
much time to controversial District 
matters, makes the handling of it ex- 
tremely delicate. 


Will 


With the guaranty title provision 
out, Baldwin related that he decided at 
the last session to take up where his 
predecessor had left off and start the 
bill on the Senate side. In the Senate 
District committee the senators threw 
up their hands in confusion and di- 
récted Baldwin to try and get the war- 
ring factions together. He had about 
twenty conferences with them, but 
could never get the fire underwriters 
to agree to anything, he said. 

Now he’‘has taken the schedule of 
rates drawn up by their own national 
conference and incorporated them in 
the controverted rate section of the bill, 
he explained. In this shape the meas- 
ure is in the hands of Representative 
Frank R. Reid, of Illinois, a/member of 
the investigating subcommittee. The

THE BOTANIC GARDEN AND THE PLAZA. 


| l‘ollowing the passage in the House of the 
| bill to extend the Botanic garden, which went 
‘through yesterday under suspension of the 
David Lynn, architect of the Capitol. 
charged with the care and main- 
‘tenance of the grounds around the builfing, 
is preparing to proceed with the development 
| of the plaza. Mr, Lynn has been assured by 
‘some of the leaders of the House that before 
| the end of the session the necessary authority 
| will be granted for razing the buildings re- 
| maining on the site. and that funds will be 
| provided for beginning the work. 
This long delayed work will be pushed with 
| the utmost rapidity when the required ap- 
| proval is secured, and in view of the present 
| disposition of Congress to develop the Federal 
| city there is every reason to hope that within 
i the lifetime of the present administration that 
| project will be completed. 

Chairman Luce, of the House committee on 
| the library, who has been so prominent in 
| furthering the plans of civic betterment from 
|v building and architectural standpoint, and 
| to whose persistent efforts is due the fact that 
| the Botanie garden bill passed the House, will 
| endeavor to complete the botanic program by 
| securing the passage of the arboretum bill be- 

fore the end of the present session. 

The danger of delays in the enactment of 

'such measures is manifest in the history of 
the proposal to create the national arboretum. 
The site selected at Mount Hamilton, in the 
northeastern corner of the District, originally 
' consisted of some 300 acres of fand ideally 
udapted for the purpose.

The statement properly may be questioned. 
Despite the fact that it is a popular fad at 
the present time to cry down colleges and 
universities, there could be found thousands 
willing to enter into debate with Mr. Morris 
to every single individual ready to agree with 
him. It seems preposterous to assert that if 
an individual have in his makeup the qualities 
necessary to commercial success, the mere act 
of attending an institution of higher education 
would obliterate them. The application neces- 
sary to complete a college career, the mental 
drill and training involved in studying any 
subject whatsoever, the acquaintanceships 
formed and friendships made, the activities 
entered into, all should prove a fine ground- 
work for the subsequent commercial or indus- 
trial career. Granting even that the knowl- 
edge gained possibly is of little or no future 
practical advantage, four years spent during 
an impressionable age in being taught how 
to make use of time, or in being guided toward 
a satisfactory selection of a life work, is of

A humbler community the Western 
world can not imagine. There were no 
outstanding erections to break the sky- 
linet not even a minaret. The cottages, 
of mud brick, reinforced with occasional 
poles, were of one-story, filat-roofed and 
covered with thatch and mud. They 
were lighted usually only by a door, 
occasionally supplemented by a small 
glassless window. 

Inside they were dark and damp, and,

manger to the Christmas Babe were 
doubtless horses or donkeys, the most 
intimate brute companions of the peo- 
ple of the East. 

Darkness drove us into the khan. 
Only for shelter would one go indoors; 
there is scant comfort and less beauty 
within an average Oriental dwelling. As 
foreign travelers we had, of course, the 
largest room of the inn. This was about 
15 feet long by 10 feet wide and 8 feet 
in height. Wall and ceiling were of 
poles, rushes and mud. 

Once upon a time the mud walls had 
been whitewashed, but smoke and 
grime had almost removed the evidence 
of this touch of luxury. Upon the dirt 
floor were two strips of matting. There 
was no furniture; every traveler carries 
his own in the East, and it consists, in 
the case of the native, of a bedding roll 
and some provisiohs for fire and food. 

A single flickering flame, from a bare 
torch such as miners carry, made pic- 
turesque the shadows and the dimly 
seen faces and figures of- people and 
beasts. Our own fire was bullt right in 
the center of the room itself, and while 
our servant Shamu undertook to “bile 
water, sir,” for soup or coffee we sat 
upon the canvas cots which marked us 
as nabobs among a people who are con- 
tent to sleep on rugs. The khanji, or 
innkeeper, came and went, busy with 
the travelers’ commissions for fuel and 
food, while a beautiful young woman 
carried water for both animals and men.

To the people of the West the prox- 
imity of the holy family. to the beasts 
of the stable signifies hardship and 
degradation. Nothing of the sort. It is 
true that the guest rooms of the Beth- 
lehem khan were all full, but even in 
these most of the honored guests were 
lulled to sleep, as I.often have been, by 
the friendly noises of the cattle under 
the same roof, and separated from the 
best apartments only by frail walls, full 
of chinks. As in all the simpler com- 
munities of earth, the animal that 
serves the family shares the family roof- 
tree. 

Our inn was overflowingly full. 
allowed six travelers to share our one 
room, maintaining their domestic ar- 
rangements, the Armenian merchants 
from up Tiflis way carefully stowing 
their goods behind them ere they slept. 
Through this room were led the horses 
into the adjoining apartments, and 
their contented munching was music 
for us.

In the stable of our Christmas khan, 
whither -I followed the driver, with a 
portion of straw and barley for the 
beasts, I found what might have been 
a replica of the Bethlehem khan. The 
low roof was shored up by a line of un- 
trimmed timbers. Cobwebs, laden with 
shining soot, hung in festoons. These 
flapped in the drafts from many crev- 
ices and were picked out by the dim 
light of the one small kerosene torch. 
The heat of the animals’ bodies made 
the room the warmest in the inn. 
,Along one side, built up from the 
ground by stones, and kept in position 
at the top by a couple of round tim- 
bers, was a manger. From it the weary 
horses contendedly nuzzled their food; 
and as I stood by, meditating upon the 
rude, natural surroundings, so close to 
nature, so close to man’s life in its bar- 
est simplicity, fittest setting for the 
great event, I felt near to the human 
Christ; nearer than ever before, except 
possibly, in the Garden of Gethsemane. 

Not amidst dire distress, not amidst 
abject suffering, poverty, and not 
amidst royal pomp did the Son of God 
come to earth to brother us back to the 
Father; but in the primitive, natura! 
environment of a pastoral people, who 
counted it no hardship to live close to 
nature; and to whom a lodging amids' 
the patient beasts of burden was no 
strange difficult experience, and no dls- 
paragement of their condition.

E shall today go into the matter 
of candies for the holidays and 


| that the taste of each of our 


readers may be more probably satisfied | 
we shall print, with directions, a goodly ) 
number of recipes for somewhat usual 


as well as unusual cantiies. If there is 
a season of the year that appeals to us 
as a season for home things, things 
not of the shops but of our own fash- 
loning, it is the Christmas season. 
There is as much pleasure in the mak- 
ing of the candy as there is in the con- 
sumption of it, and if one or two 
friends are gathered together to par- 
ticipate in the preparation, it becomes 
something of an occasion. If several 
persons, neighbors or just acquaint- 
ances, contemplate attempting a supply 
of Christmas candy—get together, com- 
bine materials, and share the results 
good, bad or indifferent. It adds to the 
zest of the enterprise and can be a 
most enjoyable affair. 

There are uses for candies at Yuletide 
other than the well-known one of put- 
ting them on the table at dinner or in 
a dish on the table in the living room. 
We have a friend, possibly, that we 
would love to remember, but do not 
feel that the situation warrants the 
providing of an elaborate gift, and 
cheap things are—cheap! Or our next 
door neighbor has been especially kind 
to us this year—cared for our small 
s0n; gone to the store for us, or sent 
her youngster. Possibly she has sent| 
us delicacies during a short illness. We) 
can show appreciation by giving her) 
just a thought in the form of an at-| 
tractive container of homemade can-| 
dies. The container may be had for the} 
large sum of 10 cents at almost any of | 
the well-known stores where such arti- | 
cles may be found and paper and rib-| 
bon, or just ribbon, complete the gift 


I am at the studio from ten until half 


after one each day. 


Our first consideration had best be 
fondant, for this material forms the 
| base of many of the simple as well as 
the more difficult sorts of candies. It 
is the center of bon-bons, which are 
simple to make, really. Fondant—if 
one is to be a maker of sweets—is just 
about the primer lesson: 

Vanilla Fondant. 

2 cups sugar. 

1% cups water. 

2 tablespoonfuls of light corn sirup. 

1 teaspoonful vanilla. 

Put the sugar, water and corn sirup 
into a saucepan and cook slowly, stir- 
ing constantly until dissolved. Re- 
move the spoon and do not stir the 
sirup again during the cooking. When 
the fondant begins to boil, cover the 
saucepan and cook for three minutes. 
The steam formed, washes down any 
sugar crystals which may be thrown on 
the sides of the saucepan. Remove the 
cover and continue cooking until when 
tested in cold water a soft ball is 
formed. Remove from the fire and 
pour onto a cold, wet platter. Cool to 
lukewarm and then beat with a paddle 
until the fondant becomes white and 
creamy. Then add the vanilla and 
knead until the mass is smooth and 
no least lumps remain. Put this lump 
of fondant away in a cool place and al- 
low it to ripen. It may be used for 
dipping at the last moment. It must 
be kept at least overnight, and two 
or three days, while not necessary, is a 
preferred length of time to wait before 
using the fondant. 

Cream Walnuts. 

Beat the white of an egg until it is 
stiff and add to it a small amount of 
cocoanut. Then add well-sifted: pow- 
dered sugar (confectioners’), to make 
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if RET and English currants, a fourth 


pound of stoned dates and cocoanut, 
all run through the food chopper. Stir 
until it is formed into a mass, spread 
evenly on a buttered tin, and when 
cool cut in small squares. This is also 
good to put in the center of fondant 
and dip in chocolate, or to form in 
round balls when warm and roll in 
powdered nuts. 


Fondant Loaves. 

To fondant ready for use add a pro- 
portionate quantity of chopped candied 
cherries, pineapple and pistachio nuts. 
Mix in with the fondant thoroughly 
and let it stand in a mold, either 
round or square, until quite firm. Turn 
out and siice. -The pieces of candy 
should not be large. If they are, cut 
them in three or four pieces, for they 
are better undersized than oversized. 

Peanut Fudge. 

3 cups of sugar. 

1% cup Karo sirup. 

1 cup cream. 

Pinch of salt. 

Boil the ingredients until the mix- 
ture makes a firm soft ball when 
dropped in cold water. When partly 
cool add a tablespoonful of peanut 
butter and a cup of chopped walnuts. 
Beat until creamy and pour into a 
buttered pan. When it has set, cut it 
in squares. And again small ones. 
“Hunks” of candy—however good the 
candy may be—somehow reduces the 
appeal. 


Chocolate Creams. 


Form some of the fondant that has 
been set aside for a day or two into 
tiny round balls. Melt either unsweet- 
ened or the usual variety of milk choc- 
Olate in a double boiler, without allow- 
ing the water to boil. Drop the 
balls of fondant one at a time 
into the chocolate and stir them 
around until they are thoroughly cov- 
ered. Fish them out with a fork with-~- 
out piercing the center at all. Place 
on a@ wax. p - to harden, and in get- 
ting clear of the candy with the fork 
bring it up and over the top of the 
candy so that a tail of the chocolate 
will be curled up on the top of the 
completed cream. This marks your 
effort as a hand-dipped article and 
tends to give it a professional look. 
If at first you do not succeed in this 
business of dipping, do the usual thing, 
try again and again and eat the fall- 
ures! They are not hard to dip, nor 
are they very easy, but they take a bit 
of practice. It is a satisfaction to know 
that the result is worth the effort, 
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however, and we feel that it is indeed. |

Dr. Houck said yesterday that he had 
suffered a nervous collapse about two 
years ago while he was at the Mayo 
brothers’ clinic in Rochester, Minn. 
At that time, he said, he thought he 
was “the Saviour.” 

Police wére told that Mrs. Houck her- 
self was subject to mental trouble. In 
discussing this, Dr. Houck said he un- 
doubtedly was responsible for any ill- 
ness on her part. Being hyperirritable, 
he said, he often made it “merry” for 
Mrs. Houck. 

Dr. Houck was reluctant when he 
was asked to give a brief sketch of 
his life, pleading with a smile “I am 
only an ordinary man.” Asked whether 
it was true that he was a devout stu- 
dent of neurology, he said: 

“Yes, and mathematics and many 
other things. They are all in my head 
now and I can’t seem to straighten 
them out.” 

He said that he met Mrs. Houck 
when she was a nurse and he an in- 
seep at King County hospital, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. After a speedy courtship, 
he said, they were married in February, 
1923. “I don’t know why she ever 
married me,” he said. About two years 
later, he said, he suffered a nervous 
breakdown, and attributed his recovery 
to the patience and treatment by his 
wife.
